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THE Port oF New York.

WAITING FOR A JOB. 


LL roads ysed to lead to the 
city on the banks of the Tiber, 
but now a good many of them 
lead to the city at the Hud- 
son’s mouth. And so it comes 

ibout that the flour for New York’s ex- 
port to Europe and other parts of the 
world, comes into Gotham over many 
rails, Now and then newspaper writers 
in other cities give their version of what 
they call the decline in the commerce of 
New York, but if one turns to the re- 
ports of the bureau of statistics of the 
treasury department in Washington, 
und considers what proportion of the 
export flour of the United States comes 
in over these rails that lead to Gotham, 
he is convinced that in this line of act- 
ivity at least, New York is not playing 
the role of the laggard. For the nine 
inonths ending with last September, ac- 
cording to these figures, New York ex- 
ported 3,427,755 bbls of flour, more than 
twice as much as any other city in Amer- 
ica save Baltimore, and Baltimore had 
only about 40,000 bbls more than half as 
much as New York. But these other 
exporting cities of the land are not lag- 
ving either, and the table, given on an- 
other page, shows how rapidly they are 
advancing toward the position New 
York holds, 

But statistics, however imposing, are 
not very digestible: perhaps we shall 
fidn bread more to our taste in the way 


New York sends her flour across the 
ocean. 

When you stroll along the docks of 
this great city you are constantly struck 
by the universality, so to speak, or the 
cosmopolitan character of the men who 
handle the flour and the provisions and 
the fruit and the thousand and one arti- 
cles of commerce on these great piers. 
It is as though you were in some foreign 
land, albeit you see only now and then 
the picturesque garb of the older lands. 
In point of fact, however, I don’t know 
that, in the main, the garb of the actual 
dock workers in Liverpool or London 
or any other city is any more quaint, 
though certainly the architectural set- 
ting and the peasants who are quite 
likely to throng the wharves of conti- 
nental cities, and such notes of brilli- 
ancy in form and color as you will not 
see here. Here and there along the 
docks when the ships are full and there 
is a lull in labor, you may see their for- 
eign-looking faces bent low over curious 
games at cards with very small stakes 
piled up in pennies on the hands of the 
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wagerers. Some of the faces that look 
up at yours as you pass are saturated 
with the slime of Europe, but the light 
of a better order of things breaks 
through many a countenance. Some of 
the idlers are playing checkers on a pier 
timber; the board marked off in squares 
in white chalk on the timber; the check- 
ermen, pieces of red brick and black 
coal. 

And how the ends of the earth meet, 
too, around these New York piers for 
their cargoes. When you may see in 
these piers ships loading flour for 
South America, for Australia, for Eu- 
rope, for Africa, for Asia, then you have 
a clearer idea of the widespread reach 
of the American miller. And if all the 
signs of the past as well as the present 
are not false, the American miller has 
not yet begun to realize how vast a por- 
tion of the earth’s surface he is to con- 
quer. 

Take, for example, the opening up of 
the field of Finland, Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark, by such a line of steam- 
ers as that represented by Sanderson «& 
Son. Here is a part of the world just 
coming under the influence of the miller 
of America and yet, so responsive is 
this old-world territory, the fature, if 
tariff barriers be not erected to prohibit, 
holds still greater promise than the past. 

Even in the midst of marked business 
press the representatives of this well-

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Ovr sad little neighbor, the Minneapo- 
lis Journal, would rather be kicked 
than not noticed at all. Week before 
last it moaned itifully because the 
Northwestern Miller had not mentioned 
it, and last week, in a whole column 
of editorial, it succeeded in getting it- 
self so mixed up with Ballou’s arm 
which has a fatal fascination for it, and 
the Northwestern Miller’s policy toward 
the United States Flour Milling Com- 
pany, that it was absolutely impossible 
to discover what it was driving at. The 


Journal’s sober reasoning and the Jour- 
nal’s flights of humor are alike so ex- 
tremely tortuous and complicated that, 
unless they are carefully edited by the 
Prominent Citizen, they become far too 
deep for human understanding. We 
should be eee to humor our little 
friend’s laudable desire for notice, if, 
by reading what it says, we could make 
out what it means; but we must confess 
that after going over its long-winded 
article carefully several times we have 
been unable to discover the head, tail 
or middle of its argument. It is evi- 
dent that the Journal wanted to say 
something, but what it was is beyond 
us. If it will kindly shake itself togeth- 
er, take something in the nature of a 
sedative and try it again, slowly and if 
possibly briefly, we will endeavor to 
make sense out of what is now inartic- 
ulate, and —~ so be there is any- 
thing to reply to. 
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long-suffering island with the mogic 
wand of his genius, backed by a differ- 
ential duty, and lo! flourishing indus- 
tries will spring up to bless the name 
of the great commissioner, and among 
them will be flour mills. American 
millers had an idea that when Spain 
and her prohibitory duties gave place in 
control of Cuba to the United States and 
a more liberal policy, the flour trade of 
the island would be permitted to follow 
its natural course and come to them. 
This is evidently a mistake. According 
to Secretary Alger and Commissioner 
Porter, this administration intends to 
artificially encourage the manufacture 
of flour in Cuba, rather than the impor- 
tation of the product from the United 
States. 


WE obtain this rather startling infor- 
mation direct from the government, and 
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‘tALGER & PoRTER, Merchant Millers, 
Havana, Cuba.”’ The ex-secretary of 
war and the special commissioner to Cu- 
ba and Porto Rico might well form such 
a firm, and if the discrimination against 
American flour which now exists in Cu- 
ba is maintained, could become the pio- 
neers in the up-building of a milling in- 
dustry in that island. Even under the 
worst of Spanish rule, when American 
flour was driven out of competition en- 
tirely, the Cubans cherished no ambition 
to become millers. They imported their 
flour from Spain or they went without it. 
It does not seem to have occurred to 
them that they themselves could become 
millers. It was supposed by those well- 
posted in the science of flour-making 
that Cuba would be as poor a place for 
a flour mill as the desert of Sahara, and 
it was quite universally conceded that 
whatever Cuba might be able to do for 
herself, she would always be dependent 
= her flour supply upon other coun- 
tries. 


AN attempt was made years ago to 
operate a flour mill in Havana; and 
a heap of ruins now stands as a monu- 
ment to the daring pioneer. There are 
numerous small corn mills on the is- 
land; but these do not grind wheat and 
therefore their success or failure does 
not bear upon the subject. What Cu- 
bans in their previous condition thought 
impracticable, may, according to the 
very wise men of Washington, become 
entirely feasible under the present en- 
lightened and progressive government 

iven the island by the victorious Amer- 
cans. The Honorable Robert P. Porter 
special commissioner for the United 
States to Cuba and Porto Rico, evident- 
ly intends to touch the beautiful and 
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itis an indication of the administra- 
tion’s real intent toward Cuba. It was 
commonly supposed that we interfered 
in behalf of Cuba Libre and that sooner 
or later the island would be given its 
independence. It is inconceivable, if 
such is the government’s real intent, 
that we would foster and encourage, by 
artificial discriminating duties, the es- 
tablishment of industries which would, 
if successful, drive out American compe- 
tition; hence we can only conclude that 
in its avowed intention of encouraging 
local manufactures rather than Ameri- 
can importations, the administration 
discloses a policy which aims at the 
ermanent occupation of the island. 
he War Department would hardly at- 
tempt to build up industries to compete 
with our own, if the government intend- 
ed to withdraw from Cuba, leaving the 
artificially encouraged manufactories, 
bolstered up to defeat American compe- 
tition, as a ludicrous monument to its 
temporary occupation. Such a policy 
would be simply idiotic. It is evident- 
ly the intention to forever retain Cuba 
as a part of the United States, and mean- 
time to encourage her people to become, 
as far as = industrially inde- 
endent, yhatever we may think of 
is programme politically we can at 
least say that so far as the manufacture 
of flour is concerned it is impossible of 
success and its only result in the future, 
as it has been so far, is to force the Cu- 
bans to pay more for flour than they 
otherwise would if American millers 
were ‘permitted to trade in the island 
without discrimination. 


WE are enabled to discover the policy 
of the administration, through a letter 
of inquiry written by Mr. E. E. Perry, 
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secretary of the Winter Wheat Millers’ 
League. Last December, Mr. Perry 
wrote the Honorable Jesse Overstreet, 
a member of Congress, saying he was 
surprised to discover that, according to 
the new schedule of duties applied to 
products entering Cuba, flour was taxed 
about $1.45 per barrel while the duty on 
enough wheat to make a barrel of flour 
amounted to but 80c, thus creating a dis- 
crimination against flour and in favor 
of wheat amounting to about 65c per 
barrel. As there were no flour mills in 
Cuba, there seemed no reason for this 
discrimination. Even under Spanish 
rule, when the reciprocity treaty was in 
force, flour received more favorable con- 
sideration’ from Spain than it does to- 
day from our own government. Mr. Per- 
ry asked Mr. Overstreet tu oblige him 
by investigating the matter, and con- 
cluded by saying: ‘'With a difference 
of 65c in favor of wheat we can see no 
reason why flour mills could not be 
built in Cuba, furnish the market with 
the manufactured product and prevent 
the importation of American flour alto- 
gether. As Cubais to be an independ- 
ent government it would not seem wise 
at this time for our government to en- 
courage the establishment of manufac- 
tories in Cuba to rob us of a market 
which should naturally belong to the 
American miller.’’ Mr. Perry, as will 
be seen from the foregoing, simply 
wanted to know why our government 
should deliberately, and wantonly dis- 
criminate against an American industry 
already existing, in favor of a Cuban in- 
dustry which did not exist and which 
could only be made to exist by the most 
flagrant partisan protection, the kind 
that even poor old Spain never thought 
of attempting. It probably never oc- 
curred to Mr. Perry that this discrimina- 
tion was an intentional and deliberate 
attempt to cripple American competition 
and build up a foreign industry by arti- 
ficial means, and if he was surprised at 
the schedule of tariffs he must have 
been more than surprised at the frank 
admission of the government which he 
finally received. 


SECRETARY PERRY’s letter was referred 
by Congressman Overstreet to the as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury, by 
him referred, on January 20th, to Hon- 
orable Robert P. Porter, commissioner 
for Cuba and Porto Rico, 'tfor such rec- 
ommendation as he may deem proper.’’ 
The Honorable Kobert, creator and in- 
spirer of imaginary Cuban industries, 
returned it, endorsed thus: 


JANUARY 26, 1899. 

'*Respectfully returned to the Honor- 
able Secretary of the Treasury with the 
statement that I am thoroughly familiar 
with this phase of the flour and wheat 
question, but Tam unable to see any 
particular harm done if Cuba, under the 
new tariff, should be able to start upa 
few flour mills.” 


It will be observed that the Hon- 
orable Robert speaks of ‘'starting 
up a few flour mills,” as if they 
could = spring from the ground 
equipped and ready for business, ata 
moment’s notice. One so thoroughly 


familiar as he claims to be with the 
flour and wheat question should know 
that it takes some months to builda 
flour mill and that unless he is prepared 
to guarantee that his discriminating 
tariff is a permanency and will endure, 
he is doing a cruel wrong to the investor 
whom he is willing to encourage to 
build flour mills in Cuba under govern- 
ment protection, It is very doubtful if 
the Honorable Robert has authority to 
give such an assuranc,e and if he has, it 
is quite apt to be entirely nullified by 
Congress at its next session, it being in- 
conceivable that our government would 
seriously endorse such a preposterous 
measure. 


THE original letter of Mr. Perry after 
being.endorsed by the all-knowing and 
all-powerful Honorable Robert, is re- 
turned to Washington and_ finally 
reaches that great and good man, the late 
secretary of war, the idol of the popular 
heart, the one and only R. A. Alger, the 
hero of the fever camp, and the great 
exploiter of embalmed beef. Knowing 
this great man’s true philanthropy and 
his desire to protect everybody and 
every interest, including his own, we 
are not surprised that he not only hearti- 
ly endorses the Honorable Robert but 
goes even further and states the real ob- 
ject of the discriminating duty, as fol- 
lows: 

Sir: JuLY 8, 1899. 

I have the honor to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your communication transmitted 
by the treasury department, in regard 
to the duty on flour and wheat imported 
into Cuba, and in reply to invite your 
attention to the endorsement by Special 
Commissioner Porter upon your letter, 
which is returned herewith, to the effect 
that such duties were designed to en- 
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courage the manufacture of flour in that 
island, Very respectfully, 
R. A. ALGER, 
Secretary of War, 


Ir took from December 29th to July 
8th to discover from official sources why 
our government should arbitrarily in- 
terfere and handicap a trade already ex- 
isting between Cuba and this country, 
but it was worth while to learn what 
the American miller may with reason 
expect from his own counter when, after 
a war which he is taxed pay for, it 
finally succeeds in obtaining control of 
a market. Instead of encouraging ex- 
isting trade relations, it is apparently 
the policy of our government to build up, 
by articifial means, foreign competition 
with Ameri¢an products. It is rather 
difficult to reconcile this policy with 
that of the Republican party now in 
power. Itiseven more difficult to rec- 
oncile it with the dictates of co nmon 
sense. The people of Cuba are poorand 
distressed; they need food and have but 
little with which to pay forit. They 
are in no condition to be taxed in order 
to build up fanciful industries which 
are not natural to the soil and can only 
be sustained by artificial fostering. 


THEY are now being taxed $1.45 per 
barrel on flour, about forty-five cents 
more than they paid under Spanish rule 
when the reciprocity treaty was in force. 
It would seem far more sensible to se- 
cure flour for the Cubans as cheaply as 
possible rather than to attempt to create 
an industry foreign to the island, and 
one that is already fully developed in the 
United States and perfectly able and 
willing to supply Cuba with cheap flour 
at the low prices universally maintained 
at home. It seems to us it would 
be wiser to give the Cuban the same 
chance to buy flour cheaply that we our- 
selves have, rather than to tax his neces- 
sities. Perhaps the Honorable Robert 
knows better, but he will probably have 
to demonstrate his superior wisdom 
when congress meets again, for his pet 

olicy is rather too new and radical to 
ve adopted without close investigation. 
Meantime, we wish him joy with his 
tariff-protected flour mills, and trust 
that ''Alger & Porter, Merchant Millers, 
Havana, Cuba,’’ may not suffer the 
same fate that befell their predecessor, 
the other pioneer Cuban flour miller of 
whom we have spoken. 





Pennsylvania Millers’ Meeting. 





The annual meeting of the Pennsyl- 
vania Millers’ Association will be held 
at Chambersburg, Sept. 12 to 14. Con- 
siderable interest has been shown by 
the millers of Pennsylvania for some 
time past in the coming meeting, and 
the ones having it in charge dssert that 
those in attendance will number, at the 
least, 500. 

There will be a number of questions 
of vital importance to the trade brought 
up atthis meeting, and it is expected 
that a great deal of good will result. 
Since the last meeting of the associa- 
tion, which was held Sept. 27, at Belle- 
fonte, the milling situation has seen 
many changes, particularly in the ex- 
port trade, in which Pennsylvania mill- 
ers are taking more and more interest. 
This and many other questions must be 
discussed to be thoroughly understood 
and to prevent adverse conditions from 
arising; hence the value of these mill- 
ers’ meetings. 

At the Bellefonte meeting there were 
over 100 members present, and the sec- 
retary’s roll showed that 213 firms were 
members. The coming meeting now 
promises not only to be much larger in 
the attendance, but more interesting and 
broader in its scope of work. However, 
the social side of life has not been lost 
sight of by those in charge of the affair. 
It is unofficially announced that 
‘tamong other attractions there will be 
a $2,000 display of fireworks on a neigh- 
boring lake, an excursion tothe Scot- 
land’s Orphan Industrial school; plenty 
for the millers to eat, drink and smoke; 
and all these things will be free to the 
millers.’”? Every miller who can find it 
possible to attend the meeting will re- 
ceive a hearty welcome and profit by 
what he sees and hears.

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In the week ending Saturday the mills 
ground 294,825 bbls of flour, against 334,- 
525 the week before. The output would 
have been some 20,000 bbls greater but 
for a break-down that disabled one of 
the mills a week ago, and it did not start 
until yesterday. Today, the 22nd, all 
the mills are in operation. In spite of 
the <w! or the milling busi- 
ness is dull and prices are, as a rule, 
unsatisfactory. Sales for the week, 
which approximated 178,700 bbls, were 
largely in domestic markets, and these, 
in the majority of cases, represent fair 
prices. The sales could easily have been 
much larger if most of the mills were 
not trying to get a small margin at least 
on each sale. One manager pronounced 
it the dullest week for several months, 
while another thought that he detected a 
slightly better tone; all, however, are 
agreed as to the lack of interest from 
foreigners. Offers were received from 
the other side fully ls 6d below what 
millers were asking. The mills were 
good buyers of old wheat, for which they 
paid a premium of 2\%c to 3c over Sep- 
tember. Although receipts of new 
wheat are increasing, millers look 
askance at it, bapa et = | to pay the 
premium on old to taking chances by 
grinding the new too early.

CEREALS AND MILLFEED, 


All grades of millfeed were in good 
demand for export during the week and 
some heavy sales were made, particu- 
larly‘of bran. One mill, a large export- 
er, reports being sold ahead for six 
weeks. This clears the atmosphere and 
takes an unhealthy surplus off the mar- 
ket. The situation is stronger than for 
many weeks; yet the eastern buyers 
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hold off, expecting lower prices. They 
argue that millfeed is too high for the 
season, therefore it cannot hold; but 
there is now no indication that prices 
will be easier for some time to come. 
Millers from outside the city are sup- 
plying the trade in Wisconsin and Illi- 
nois, at less than Minneapolis prices.

THE PORT OF NEW YORK.

<nown company had nothing but keen 
nterest in furthering the ends of the 
Miller to present a picture of the export 
trade of the port of New York. It is an 
id saying that if you want a favor, go 
to the busiest man in town. And you 
will only in rare cases find a man really 
busy who is a boor, 

The flour which Sanderson & Son 
handle for this. particular region goes 
via the Wilson Line of steamships to 
Hull, thence across the North Sea to 
Seandinavian points. The ships run 
to Gothenburg direct for that portion 
of the service and thence go up the 
Baltic to Finland points. 

The piers of this company are across 
the East river in Brooklyn, and on a 
busy day you will find no livlier scene 
than at these piers. In the rear of the 
docks 1 found a summer excursion 
barge had been pressed into service to 
haul over to the piers a cargo of flour 
in barrels, something you seldom see in 
your wanderings about the eastern ports 
of this country. It was flour bound for 
Cuba and was in barrels because the 
owners believed it would so go best to 
a warm climate and would thus have a 
better circulation of air and be in prime 
condition when discharged. 

From the top of a freight car—the 
trains as well as the barges come into 
close touch with the exporting—I found, 
as [ photographed, a busy scene spread 
out before me. The clear space in front 
of the Wilson Line pier was full of bar- 
rels of oil, hundreds on hundreds of 
them. In the foreground was a small 
house where stands a man who, by the 
touch of a lever, elevates freight a block 
ind a half owed by means of a system 
of wires and pulleys. On one side of the 
pier a freight barge was moored where 
the Scandinavian steamers load their 
flour. It happened that none of these 
hoats were at the pier, but the photo- 
sraphs will give an idea of how —— 
is the space allotted to them—and the 
facilities for handling the flour are of 
the best. In conversation with one of 
the representatives of Sanderson & Son, 
the interesting fact developed that this 
flour trade with Finland and the other 
countries of the north of Europe is 
steadily increasing. Looking some- 
what into the flour trade while in Lon- 
lon last year I was convinced that there 
was in these northland countries a 
splendid field for the American miller. 
Somebody must feed the millions of 
the earth who do not raise enough to 
feed themselves, and on this western 
‘ontinent is a race of tradesmen who 
ire going to do their share in this feed- 
ng; perhaps, in the strife of modern 
ompetition other millers may think 
the Americans are going to do more 
than their share, but in flour as well as 
in muscle and mind the fittest survives.

There was a wheat growers’ conven- 
tion held last week at Greenwood, S.C., 
to encourage wheat growing in the state.

A DOCK SCENE, 
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The Norton plant at Lockport, the 
Northern, the Star & Crescent, and the 
Eckhard & Swan mills all operated full 
time last week and the latter ran on 
Sunday. The output was large and will 
be again this week. This may cause 
the dealers to believe Chicago millers 
are meeting with a good trade, but such 
ean hardly be said although worse 
weeks have been known. An old-time 
miller sized up the situation on Satur- 
day ina very plausible way. An east- 
ern buyer had just bid him for flour and 
was 5c under the miller’s price. The 
miller refused the offer and the buyer 
came back with a 5c split. This the 
miller claimed is a fair example of the 
state of trade last week. Margins were 
at times lost sight of. A week ago to- 
day the local millers asked $3.90@4 in 
wood, while today they ask $4@4.10, but 
it is difficult to get even #4. Locally, 
while the millers should have from 5c to 
10ec more over a week ago, the buyers 
are offering just about the same. Sat- 
urday, when wheat took a little upturn, 
the city millers advanced their prices 
from $3.40 to $3.45 bulk, and the country 
millers asked their ‘agents to submit 
offers before accepting. 


* * 

There was but a limited amount of 
buying in Chicago all the week and only 
when inducements of exceptional values 
were offered did buyers feel at all in- 
clined to look at samples. In winters 
there was more or less buying by one of 
the larger baking companies, but the 
buyer for this concern has a faculty of 
sometimes getting his flour, it is 
claimed, at cost or under. It was diffi- 
cult to find an offer from a foreign mar- 
ket anywhere near a price that could be 
accepted. The foreigners bid occasion- 
ally, but some of their cables were so 
low the recipient did not spend money 
in answering. The Minneapolis brands 
were advanced to $4.20 early last week, 
but some sales were made at $4.10, the 
old price, for a few days following.

CEREALS AND MILLFEEDS. 

Exporters of feeding stuffs are ina 
quandary over the firmness of bran. 
They claim it is difficult to make sales, 
the offers from the other side being out 
of line fully $1 a ton. Bran is quoted 
from the  north-—the local millers’ 
ideas being too high, owing to local 
sales—at $10.25 in large sacks; but even 
the best German markets are much too 
low with their quotations. Linseed cake 
is also held too high for much business 
to be done. 

New rye flour is being offered fairly 
free at values ranging from $2.65 to 2.80 
jute. 

Low-grade is finding good inquiry 
here owing, it is claimed, to the call by 
rye millers and mixers of cereal foods 
for early prepared packages. Good 
grades are held at $1.75 jute.

J. Vis, son of P. C. Vis of the import- 
ing firm bearing his name, Amsterdam, 
reached Chicago a week ago and during 
a part of the week met various members 
of the flour and grain trades, and other 
industries here; his headquarters were 
this office. P.C. Vis & Co. is a con- 
cern established about thirty years ago, 
but which has never done anything in 
flour, their chief trading having been 
other American products. As they in- 
tend to enter the flour trade Mr. Vis is 
here arranging with a few millers, espe- 
cially in the spring wheat section, for 
their accounts. 

Christian Breisch, one of the Lansing, 
Mich., millers, was a caller at this office 
Thursday. He is in Chicago to look 
after sales of flour and feeds. Mr. 
Breisch is one of the kind of millers 
who believes in selling flour where there 
is a demand for it and not press buyers 
until all prospects of margins are lost. 
For example, in speaking of last week’s 
business he said that buyers in the east 
would not bid up for flour, so instead of 
forcing sales he ceased making flour, 
and sold wheat. Around Lansing this 
year the millers are better fixed for 
wheat than in the northern part of the 
state, although, Mr. Breisch says, con- 
siderable of the wheat coming in is of 
poor quality. He looks for a good local 
trade this season and has placed a sales- 
man on the road, 

WISCONSIN. 

Huyck & Stroub, Hingham: ‘'We are 
putting ina full Barnard & Leas mill 
with a capacity of 75 bbls; also a corn- 
crusher.

The Edward P. Allis Co. has received 
a contract to furnish engines for a tram- 
way company in Glasgow, Scotland, 
Ss details can be agreed upon. 

he contracting committee of the Glas- 
gow Corporate Tramway voted last 
week to give the contract for engines to 
the Allis company, by a close vote. 
There were many competing concerns. 
The contract amounts to about $570,000, 
and includes four engines of about 4,000 
h-p. each, and two engines of 2,000 h-p. 
each. The only point now to be settled 
is the time in which the engines must 
be completed. The company proposed 
to furnish them atthe figures it gave, 
provided it were given eighteen months 
to fill the contract. The Glasgow com- 
pany does not want to wait so long, and 
insists on having the last of the engines 
in about a year, which the Allis people 
say is impossible for the kind of en- 
gines contracted for. The New York 
manager has gone to Glasgow to confer 
with the tramway people and endeavor 
to have the specifications changed as to 
the kind of engines, or have the time 
limit extended. Unless one or the 
other is done, the Allis people will 
have to decline the contract. 

The Allis company already has other 
contracts for Great Britain aggregating 
about $1,500,000. It is installing a plant 
in London for an underground electric 
system and is furnishing several en- 
gines for a surface electric road; six en- 
gines for an electric company in Dublin, 
and engines for street railway work in 
Cork and Bristol; it has plants in opera- 
tion in Sheffield and aliaaieabers, is 
sutting in a second electric light plant 

n London and is building a third en- 
gine for the same purpose. 

An interesting order was received by 
the Allis company from the iron and coal

The receipts show a tendency to fall 
off and Indian Territory product sup- 
planted river supplies considerably. 

Shipments were 85,280 bus, against 
17,300 last week and 154,550 a corre- 
sponding week last year. 

Elevator stocks are growing steadily 
and there are now 2,500,000 bus of red 
wheat in St. Louis public and private 
clevators. 

The proportion of good wheat inspect- 
ed is falling lower, with prospects for a 
continuance, Out of 492 cars and 35,619

OKLAHOMA AND TEXAS. 





[Special Correspondence.| 


The weather in Oklahoma is dry and 
hot. No rains, excepting local showers, 
have fallen for nearly a month. The 
farmers have stopped plowing and will 
have to wait until another good rain be- 
fore finishing the work. Plowing is only 
about half done and seeding time is 
close at hand. The dry weather, unless 
soon terminated, may curtail the acre- 
age for the crop of 1899-1900. The condi- 
tions are favorable for threshing and 
haying, and this work is being carried 
on vigorously. Wheat is being sold 
freely in spite of the comparatively low 
| sega gen 55¢e for good milling wheat. 

he wheat now being marketed is most- 
ly of good quality. The dry weather, 
with a few days of hot winds, will cut 


down the Oklahoma corn crop consider- 
ably, late corn especially. The milling 
business has improved considerably 


since the supplies of milling wheat 
have become plentiful, and a number of 
the mills with an established trade are 
running at full capacity. 


OKLAHOMA. 

Grant County Milling Co., Jefferson: 
‘tWheat is moving quite freely. Most 
of it is of poor quality. The yield per 
acre will not average over 10 bus. e 
need rain badly, to help the late corn 
and enable the farmers to finish their 
plowing. The milling business is very 
good.”’ 

Edmond Flouring Mills: 'tThe mill- 
ing and grain business is very good. 
There is a great deal of wheat coming 
in, and the quality is generally good. 
The oat crop was unusually good. There 
will be an immense corn crop, if we 
have a good rain soon,”’ 

Shawnee Roller Mills: ‘tThe wheat 
acreage in this county is very small, 
and the crop generally is not very good, 
ranging from 5 to 18 bus per acre, with 
a few fields as high as 25 bus.

The milling business is 
very dull, on account of low prices of 
flour and very little milling wheat,”’ 

Pond Creek—Wheat is coming into 
this town at the rate of nearly 10,000 bus 
a day, the larger portion of which is 
choice milling wheat. It is taxing the 
Rock Island railway to keep the wheat 
out of the way, and cars are not over- 
plentiful. About 55c is the top price for 
good milling wheat. The Pond Creek 
Mill & Elevator Co, is running steadily 
full time, with orders ahead. The com- 
pany has just added 25,000 bus grain- 
storage capacity to its plant, making 
50,000 bus in all, which is fast being 
filled. 


TEXAS 
Dennison Milling Co., Dennison: 
‘‘The milling business is good. We 


are getting plenty of good wheat. and 
there is a good demand for flour at fair 
orices, heat in Texas was pretty 
yadly damaged, but we think there will 
be enough for milling purposes.”’

A line 
manager calls attention to the fact that 
while iron ore is $1.35 to Buffalo, and 
coal freights are 80c to Chicago in place 
of 25c a year ago, this is the longest 
period of bottom freights on flour that 
the lakes have ever known. Things 
are distributed very oddly sometimes. 
It is computed that some of the wild 
steamers wiil gross their full valuation 
this season in freights and possibly 
there will be one occasionally that will 
pay for herself.

MR OGILVIE TO BUILD ANOTHER MILL. 


W. W. Ogilvie returned during the 
week from an extensive tour in Manito- 
ba and the northwest. Speaking of the 
crop | yt peed he said: ‘tI have been 
about all over the southern part of Man- 
itoba, and although I have seen every 
crop that has been grown in Manitoba 
since 1877, I have no hestitation in say- 
ing that the present one is the finest of 
them all. I saw, in fact, many fields 
that will average 40 bus to the acre.. 

‘There are 1,600,000 acres under wheat 
in the province, and 400,000 acres more 
in the territories, which at 20 bus to the 
acre will give the splendid yield of 40,- 
000,000, and if they have three weeks of 
fine weather the outlook is that the yield 
per acre will average 25 bus, giving a 
grand total of 50,000,000 bus for Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories.” 

Mr. Ogilvie also informed me that he 
had contracted with the Laurie Engine 
Co. of this city for an 800 h-p. engine 
that will increase the capacity of his 
Winnipeg mill to 3,000 bbls per day. He 
also added that he ook meee building a 
new mill at Fort William with a capaci- 
ty of 2,000 bbls per day, and an elevator 
alongside with a storage capacity of 
500,000, to 600,000 bus. When this Fort 
William plant is completed the total 
daily output of Mr. Ogilvie’s different 
mills will be 12,000 pbls per day. He 
contemplates that the new mill and ele- 
vator will represent an investment of 
about half a million dollars.

Receipts of corn for the week were 161,- 
700 bus — 168,000 the week previ- 
ous, and 199,500 two weeks before. 

Shipments were 120,200 bus, against

Corn in store at the beginning of the 
week was 42,400 bus, an increase of 15,- 
100 over the week previous, and a de- 
crease of 2,200 from two weeks before. 

Offerings of corn for sale by sample 
were not as large as indicated by the 


500 bbls, and the mill took rank as one 
of the largest in Kansas. Another 100 
bbls was added to the possible output 
in 1892, and last year the whole plant 
was remodeled, and after a shut-down 
of three months the mill again entered 
the trade,with a capacity of 1,000 bbls. 

As shown in the illustration, the mill 
occupies a substantial frame building 
four and a half stories above ground 
over a high basement. The wate plant 
is detached from the main building as 
is also the 100,000-bu elevator. A 250 
h-p. engine operates the machinery of 
both mill and elevator and runs a dyna- 
mo that furnishes current for the 100 or 
more electric lights which are hung on 
every floor of the building. In addition 
to the safety from fire afforded by elec- 
tric lights ample protection is provided 
by standpipes, etc. Speaking-tubes 
connect each floor of the mill with every 
other floor and with the engine room. 

The milling plant proper is on the 
combination reel and sifter plan which 
has been found to be so satisfactory on 
hard wheat. That it is a success in this 
case is best evidenced by the very flat- 
tering reception that Inter-Ocean flour 
has received both at home and abroad. 
In the latter trade the mill has had 
marked success and is now among Kan- 
sas’ foremost exporting mills. 

The Inter-Ocean mill is owned and op- 
erated by Willis Norton & Co. A. Fass- 
ler, who has been connected with the 
property for thirteen years, is in sole 
charge and itis to him more than to 
anyone else that the Inter-Ocean’s pres- 
ent prominent position in the trade is 
due.

'tthere is as yet no sign of a let-up, and 
mill-building and repairing in Rar 
and Oklahoma will be brisk 
least the first of the new year.” 


The prospective placing of the con- 
tract for the plant of the Kelley Milling 
Co,’s new 1,500-bbl mill here has at- 
tracted an army of mill builders and 
their agents and representatives of spe- 
cial milling machinery men to Kansas 
City. Among those temporarily here 
are: D. W. Marmon and F. H. Lehman, 
Nordyke & Marmon Co.; Charles Bar- 
nard, Barnard & Leas Mfg. Co.; John 
Frazier, Edward P. Allis Co.; W. O. Ev- 
erett, Wolf Co.; E. Bowers, Samuel Wil- 
son, P. B. Syders and Frank Holt. 
The contract will probably be let to- 
night. 

The local en officials were in- 
formed early last week by relatives that 
Ernest Granberry, who recently leased 
the Indian Rice Mills of this city, 
had disappeared. The affair created 
quite a sensation. Mr. Granberry was 
only slightly known locally since he 
came here only a few weeks ago from 
Rocheport, Mo., where, until that time 
he was pot owner and operator of a 
flour mill. Later in the week word was 
received from an interior Kansas town 
that Mr. Granberry had been there, and 
the police now believe that he only went 
away on a business trip, neglecting to 
tell anyone of his intentions. The In- 
dian Rice millis a large corn plant in 
the East Bottoms of Kansas City, for- 
merly operated by John Martin under the 
name of the Martin Milling Co. Itis 
owned by the National Bank of Com- 
merce. 

A part of the committee representing 
the commercial interests of Kansas that 
went to Chicago last week to confer with 
railway officials relative to the better 
»yrotection of this city as a grain mar- 

et, returned late in the week. While in 
Chicago the committee had a conference 
with some of the chief executive officers 
of the Santa Fé, Burlington, and Rock 
Island railways and presented an ad- 
mittedly strong case. The rank discrim- 
ination against Kansas City in the ex- 
isting tariffs was conclusively shown 
and a mass of figures was presented 
clearly demonstrating the 
disadvantage under which this market 
works in competing with other grain 
markets which afford a longer haul by 
the through lines from the wheat and 
corn fields. The plea of the committee 
was supplemented with numerous tele- 
grams from Kansas City business men 
in every line. The railroad people took 
no exception to the case made, but said 
their own interests were first to be con- 
sidered in the matter, and that they 
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could not well give up tonnage at the 
end of a short haul when a longer one 
was possible. Final decision was re- 
served for one week hence. Members 
of the committee express themselves as 
hopeful of some concessions which will 
better the conditions though the aboli- 
tion of all the evils is by no means ex- 
pected. 

The long-heralded advertising flour- 
train from Oklahoma arrived in Kansas 
City last Friday morning and was on 
exhibition on a side track near the 
Union passenger station during the day. 
The train which was arranged by Syl. 
Dixon of Argonia, Kan., who has before 
figured in the promotion of similar en- 
terprises, consisted of eleven cars of 
flour made from Oklahoma hard wheat 
from the new crop. All of it is destined 
for New York, whence the train will pro- 
gress by easy stages, stopping at im- 
portant points for inspection. It will 
reach New York about Sept. 10. The 
cars making up the train are plentifully 
decorated with advertising mottoes and 
pictures telling of the wonderful pro- 
ductiveness of Oklahoma soil and the 
excellence of this year’s wheat crop and 
the flour from it made by the mills of 
the territory. One of the best of the car- 
toons shows ''Uncle Sam” inspecting a 
husky, overgrown lad; underneath is 
the inscription, ''Gosh! How that kid’s 
grown! I guess I’ll have to put little 
O. K. in long pants and make a state of 
him.’’? Other banners are on the same 
order. In addition to the flour cars the 
train carries a brass band and a bag- 
gage car loaded with samples of the ag- 
ricultural products of the territory. Two 
of the exhibits which are sure to attract 
attention are immense loaves of bread, 
one of them seven and a half feet long, 
contributed by the Canadian County 
Mill & Elevator Co., El Reno; the other, 
six and a half feet long, made from the 
flour of the El Reno Mill & Elevator Co., 
of the same city. The sending of the 
advertising train just at this time is 
particularly fortunate because of the in- 
terest manifest by eastern flour people 
in this year’s Oklahoma _ product. 
Every mill in the territory is after east- 
ern trade, and indications are that be- 
fore another year has gone by their flour 
will be well established in markets to 
which it has heretofore been almost a 
stranger.

Flour was a little more active last 
week as a result of the firmness in 
wheat, but not sufficiently to cause any 
exuberance of — It was possible 
to make sales here and there at old 
prices and even at 5c to llc advance, 
which, it must be admitted, was both a 
gain and quite remarkable for this mar- 
ket, but with most mills wanting more 
money and not willing to sell at a sac- 
rifice, the business was necessarily re- 
stricted. It seems to be the policy of 
some mills to sell when possible, regard- 
less of cost, and to trust to luck fora 
profit when the average for the year is 
made up, and these with the spot offer- 
ings have been in command of the situ- 
ation. Still, more flour was doubtless 
sold than in the week before and in in- 
stances at slightly better figures, which 
is probably all that the reader wants to 
know or cares about. Jobbers are said 
to be cutting prices pretty badly in their 
effort for trade; if so, they have been 
set the example by mills and are sim- 
ply striving to hold their own against the 
ruinous competition with which they 
are confronted in increasing severity 
every day. ;

Among the transactions of the week 
were spring patent at $3.70@3.85, spring 
straight at $3.60@3.70, spring clear at 
2.85/a3, Winter patent at $3.55/@3.70, win- 
ter straight at $3.257@3.40, winter clear at

Low-grade, winter and spring, was neg- 
lected.

Wheat was firm but very dull, closin 
1\4c higher than a week ago on both cas 
and futures. Receipts and clearances 
were light, stock showing an increase 
of 11,849 bus. Cables, as a rule, were 
very discouraging and disappointing, 
being generally out of line and bringing 
very few workable orders for wheat. 
Antwerp, being about the only place 
where wheat could be sold, had a 
‘tcinch.”’ It was in the market at prices 
which none could meet save those who 
were long of tonnage and who were 
obliged to sell, regardless of cost. It 
played its cards well and got some 
cheap stuff. 

All the shippers at present are more 
or less long of ocean room, which, they 
say, is one of the requirements and con- 
tingencies of the business, but they are 
all idle and complaining of trade, the 
little that is doing being based upon 
‘tdistressed freights’” and showing no 
profit. The trouble seems to be good 
crops abroad and a free movement. 

After the close of the market on Sat- 
urday Gill & Fisher received an accept- 
ance for wheat from Leith, with the re- 
quest to make firm offers. This was re- 
garded as a favorable sign and proof 
that higher markets would stimulate 
demand. Freight engagements for the 
week were small of both berth room and 
steamers, chiefly the latter and mainly, 
it is claimed, for coarse grain.

There 
was a fairly good inquiry early in the 
week for Kansas patents, but bids 
were usually below millers’ limits and 
transactions were small,

The position in winter wheat flour is 
about the same as spring, namely that 
buyers and sellers are, in most cases, 
5e to 10c apart. Buyers are taking only 
small lots to supply their absolute ne- 
cessities for the present and are waiting 
for something definite to turn up on 
which to form an opinion. On the other 
hand, millers are insisting on prices 
and refusing to make any concessions 
in the face of the firm wheat market and 
trading goes on in a half-hearted way 
around $3.20@3.35 for winter straights.

We 
could have booked heavy sales if we 
had been inclined to shade our prices to 
any extent. Deliveries of wheat by 
farmers have been only fair, while from 
country shippers they were small.”’ 

Arthur Gillet of the Acme Milling Co: 
“The advancing wheat markets have 
partly wakened up our flour buyers, 
both athome and abroad, and they are 
making inquiries for prices. Their ideas 
generally are yet too low. Some have 
heen willing to bid eevee that were ac- 
ceptable, but as arule the buyers have 
followed too far behind the advancing 
wheat market to allow of business. Not 
only is there improvement in flour but 
in feed as well. We have sold quite 
freely and at better figures than a week 
ago. There has been a considerable 
slacking up in the movement of wheat. 
The quality also is very much below 
what we have been receiving, and as a 
result we are allowing some wheat to 
go by us to buyers who are not so par- 
ticular as to quality. We don’t believe 
good flour can come from poor wheat, 
and so are not willing to risk the repu- 
tation our flours now have. We havea 
pretty good stock of No. 1 wheat, so can 
afford to be a little independent.”’

Stronger values were asked for flour, 
and prices were generally advanced by 
mill agents 15c to 20c. This has not helped 
the sate, however, as buyers have taken 
little stock in the advance, and the busi- 
ness doing was to meet pressing needs, 
A dull market prevails with prices held 
15c to 20c above the views of buyers. 
The call for supplies has been slow, and 
at no advance; only a car orso here and 
there could be sold. The advance proves 
to be no spur to the trade, as buyers 
look for the market to break again, and 
they are operating on that basis. While 
wheat has held up fairly in price, there 
has been several cents range, an ad- 
vance one day being lost the next, while 
the price of flour has ranged the same 
way. Buyers have got out of the habit 
of buying large lines at a time, and 
even on a rising or a falling market 
they appear content to buy just what 
they may need at that time. Most sales 
made of late have been on about the ba- 
sis of $3.85@4 for spring patents, al- 
though it would now be difficult to buy 
below $4, while some special brands are 
held at $4.35, the latter being an advance 
of 20@25c during the week. 

* 

Winter wheat flours are dull and held 
about 10c higher than a week ago. The 
samples of new wheat flours do not at- 
tract much praise and buyers feel dis- 
posed to wait awhile longer before they 
care to handle them. Some business is 
being done in new and old wheats 
mixed. The range of sales on winter 
patents is about $3.80@4.05 although few 
sales have been made above $3.75@3.90 
for choice brands. For clear and 
straight winters about $3.357@3.75 covers 
the full range of the market, although 
few straights will command above $3.50 
(@3.65. New York and Michigan flours 
are quiet, with the market about steady 
on the basis of other winters.

You ask for facts, but the great wheat 
question is concerned more with esti- 
mates. Facts are not always ascer- 
tainable. There is approaching unanim- 
ity in estimating our aggregate wheat 
crop as low as 500,000,000 bus, and some 
intelligent authorities consider that too 
high. But on the basis of 500,000,000, we 
are 175,000,000 below last year. A suita- 
ble supplement to this estimate is that 
of English authorities, who reckon that 
the crop of the United Kingdom, France, 
Spain, Italy, Roumania and Russia will 
be deficient 150,000,000 to 200,000,000 bus, 
and Russian late reports are still more 
adverse. This is a presentation in de- 
tail of what may be considered as a pre- 
viously acknowledged sentiment. It is 
a class of hypothetical facts but you 
know nothing is certain about wheat, 
except uncetainty. Against this defi- 
ciency the world’s wheat stock is vari- 
ously estimated from 50,000,000 to 58,000,- 
000 bus in excess of last year. : 

The wheat markets of the week have 
been well maintained at a higher level 
than in the previous week, and the tone 
is stronger and more confident. An 
improved demand for cash wheat at 
Chicago has given strength to the deal. 
If this demand continues, with our de- 
clining receipts, it should work an im- 
provement in prices. Ever so much de- 
pends on the northwestern crop which 
of late has been reported upon quite ad- 
versely in respect to yield in bushels 
and in grade. 











* 

The minds of the trade are turned to 
the northwest wheat crop with daily in- 
creasing interest. The relative prices 
of wheat and flour continue to rule 
against the miller. This export rate of 
freight giving the grain a lower price 
handicaps the miller. In the first place 
any export rate below the cost to do- 
mestic consumers is unrighteous, and 
to discriminate against flour is infa- 
mous. 

Mr. Cutter of The National Milling 
Co. reports a full run of their mill. 
During the first three days of the week 
their sales were quite free and covered 
the week’s output. In the last three 
days wheat prices have appreciated 
more rapidly than flour and their busi- 
ness has been light. Millfeed goes a 
little slow at previous prices. The wheat 
movement is fair and adequate. 

Mr. Mennel of the Harter Milling Co. 
reports a full week’s work with their 
mills and a sale of the product, but no 
more. Usually at this period of the year 
sales much exceed the output, but it 
goes slow this year and at very close 
terms. There is wheat enough moving, 
but it costs too much compared with the 
price of flour. Middlings are in fair de- 
mand but bran is slow. 

Mr. Taylor of the Northwestern Ele- 
vator & Mill Co: ‘'We have had a fair 
trade in flour, our sales being about 
equal to production. Margins are still 
nil and will be so long as the Interstate 
Commerce Commission does not make 
a positive declaration in favor of an 
equality of rates on wheat and its prod- 
ucts. The deliveries of wheat have 
been fair. Millfeed is firm with an up- 
ward tendency in price. We ran our 
three mills full capacity during the 
week.”’ 

Mr. Camp of the Toledo Grain & Mill- 
ing Co. reports a busy week with his 
mill and a sale of the product. 

The aggregate production in Toledo 
was 31,000 bbls.

The receipts of wheat for the week, at 
primary points, was 3,245,000 bus; pre- 
vious week, 3,636,000; last year, 3,890,000; 
decrease in 1899 compared with 1898, 
645,000 bus. ‘ 

The exports of wheat and flour from 
both our coasts and Canada in the week 
ending Thursday equaled 4,040,000 bus;

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The best that can be said of the Lon- 
don market today is that it is quiet and 
unchanged, and the reason of itis not 
far to seek, for the weather has been 
fine for harvesting. According to the 
Times special crop reports, published 
this morning, the averag? condition of 
wheat for Great Britain showed a marked 
improvement during July. On July 1 
the average for the Kingdom was esti- 
mated at 95.8 per cent, while for Aug. 1 
the estimate is 96.6 per cent. Other 
grains fall considerably behind wheat; 
thus the average condition of barley 
Aug. 1, was estimated at 91 per cent and 
of oats 88.5 per cent. The potato crop 
promises pretty well, being estimated 
at 92.7 per cent on Aug. 1. While the dry, 
warm weather has been very favorable 
for wheat, grass and the root crops have 
suffered. According to the Times re- 
ports the average condition of root crops 
for the Kingdom on July 1 was 80 per 
cent, but Aug, lit had receded to 76.7. 
The grass crop, July 1, was estimated 
83.9 and Aug. 1 at 80.8, against 101.9 
Aug. 1, 1893. 

* * 

These figures explain why the flour 
market is so very dull. In view of the 
excellent prospects of the English 
wheat crop the trade generally is hold- 
ing back in expectation of lower prices 
and buying only for immediate require- 
ments in the smallest possible way. 
Though the bright pleasant summer 
weather is eqpeuabie to one’s feelings, I 
think all in the trade would welcome a 
change that would give an impulse to 
business, One importer, in speaking 
about business today, said he might as 
well be in Australia as here, as far as 
business was concerned; and everyone 
complains of the dullest possible trade. 
The Corn Exchange was closed last 
Monday on account of that day being 
the August bank holiday, and the Bal- 
tic was closed last Saturday as well. 
There has been no special change dur- 
ing the last week in the European crop 
situation. Fair progress is being made 
in France with harvesting operations, 
and good land yields from 28 to 32 
quintals per hectare, which would work 
out a crop equal to last year. Here in 
England a great deal of cutting was 
done during the last week, especially 
in the south, as I had occasion to ob- 
serve personally on coming up through 
Sussex and Kent on Monday, but it is 
too early yet to say much about the 
yields, The imports of wheat into the 
Tnited Kingdom last week were 302,000 
qrs, and of flour 160,000 sacks. 


THE MARKETS—LIVERPOOL, 


Kruger, Darsie & Co. (Aug. 8): 'tThe 
wheat markets during the week were 
more or less interrupted by holidays. 
The feeling, however, has been dull in- 
deec. and though values on the whole 
show little or no change, prices are de- 
cidedly in buyers’ favor. The flour trade 
has been about as bad as itcan possibly 
be. Utter stagnation and entire absence 
of business, have been the features of 
week and a general holiday feeling has 
prevailed.”

LONDON MONEY MARKET—AUG., 9. 


The most important feature of the 
money market this week was the ad- 
vance in the German bank rate from 
4% to5percent. It is thought that this 
may lead to a further advance in the 
Bank of England rate, which still re- 
mains at 3% per cent. Owing to the 
feeling that the Bank of England rate 
may be raised, considerable money has 
been kept back from investment in 
bills, in anticipation of better rates, 
and this has made rather a plethora of 
money at call or from day to day, as 
they say here, the rates of such loans 
being now quoted lower than a week 
ago, namely 1% to 2% per cent, while the 
rates for longer periods are higher than 
a week ago, the present quotations of 
bank bills being 3% to 3% per cent. 
Consols have again fallen and are now 
quoted at 105 7-16 for money and 105 11-16 
for account. 

It is thought that if the bank rate 
should be advanced consols may show 
a further weakness. The Bank of Eng- 
land is now charging over 3% per cent 
for all bills of more than 60 days to run, 
though its rate is nominally unchanged. 
The declining tendency in consols at 
this time is not regarded with any sus- 
picion as an indication of political un- 
easiness by city men. Thus I notice in 
aspeech by Sir Albert Rollitt at the 
Chamber of Commerce last week he took 
occasion to express his gratification at 
the low price of consols, saying that he 
did not attribute it to any prospect or 
fear of war but simply to the outlay of 
money in more remunerative trade un- 
dertakings in the country. One straw 
which may serve as an indication that 
rates of discount will not be higher is 
that the advance in the German bank 
rate does not seem to be followed by the 
money market generally in Berlin. The 
Argentine gold premium has been ris- 
ing somewhat lately. It was quoted at 
120 yesterday against 115 a week ago. 


THE LONDON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 


Last week the annual meeting of the 
London Chamber of Commerce was held. 
This is evidently a very active body, as 
the chairman reported that it had held 
360 meetings in 1898. New members to 
the extent of 172 were added last year; 
the total membership at the close of 1898 
was 3,752. The chamber has given con- 
siderable attention to commercial edu- 
cation and has received financial assist- 
ance from the corporation of London 
and from various livery companies of 
London. Among the different depart- 
ments of the chamber, the employment 
department has shown considerable 
activity and reports an increased num- 
ber of applications both from those 
wanting situations and from employ- 
ers. The chamber has always favored 
arbitration and has latterly joined 
with the corporation in the manage- 
ment of the London chamber of arbi- 
tration. The chairman referred to the 
bill for the suppression of illicit trade 
commissions, which the chamber had 
favored, and said he thought it might 
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meet with the Ss sytaes of parliament 


in the course of the next year. Of the 
meetings held, 118 were in connection 
with the 33 trade sections. Referring to 
the general condition of trade, the 
chairman thought that the labor de- 
partment of the board of trade furnish- 
ed the best index of the situation and 
quoted from its last memorandum 
which spoke of skilled labor in the fol- 
lowing terms: ‘'The general state of 
employment continues good and the 
percentage of a is lower than 
at any similar period since 1890.”’ 

As to imports, the first six months of 
1899 have already exceeded the total im- 

orts for 1898, while the exports for the 
irst six months of 1899 have exceeded 
those for the corresponding period in 1898 
by over £14,000,000. The capital issues 
of 1899 bid fair to be less than in 1898, 
In that year they amounted to £116,500,- 
000, while this year they have been at 
the rate of £100,000,000. The chairman 
thought it possible that the falling off 
in company promotion was due in part 
to the pom 9 ee of fresh legislation 
on the subject which may be retrospect- 
ive. He spoke of company law reform 
as being a vital subject and one which 
the London chamber had put first on 
the list for attention of the associat- 
ed chambers. Turning his attention 
to the United States the chairman said 
that from a purely trade view there was 
every desire that the task undertaken 
by the United States in the Philippine 
islands might soon be bien ge aap He 
expressed his gratification at the closer, 
or shall he say more friendly relations 
which in the wry eighteen months had

parts of the world. This view will be 
endorsed by all that have to do with 
shipping flour to London and we can 
only hope that men of the stamp of Sir 
Albert Rouitt will take a more active 
interest in bringing about such a state 
of affairs. As far as I know, the portof 
London is about the least attractive of 
any port, with its heavy dues and its 
unsatisfactory ways of handling stuff, 
particularly flour.

LONDON ’BUSSES. 


Nowhere in the world, as far as my ob- 
servations have extended, does the om- 
nibus play so important a part as a 
means of getting about a city, as in Lon- 
don. Every morning, as I come into the 
street from London bridge station, there 
are a great number of ’busses to be seen 
drawn up in front of the station. These 
run in every direction, some of them 
having arun of seven miles; for in- 
stance, the Paddington ’bus,which goes 
to Kensal Green. In London the ’bus 
fare is i according to the distance 
traveled. The fare to Kensal Green is 
6d, but you may ride from London 
bridge to Holburn Circus, a distance of 
two miles, for 1d. The fare is not exact- 
ly gauged by distance but by stations, 
and if you happen to get in just before 
a ’bus comes to one of these dividing 
lines you may have to pay an extra pen- 
ny that you might have saved by walk- 
ing a single block. During the hot 
weather now prevailing the seats on the 
top of the omnibusses are always filled 
first, and 1 have seen many an omnibus 
with every seat ontop filled and with 
not a passenger inside. Perhaps if the 
omnibus companies would arrange the 
windows in the ’bus so that they could 
be opened and the interior properly ven- 
tilated there would be more inside pas- 
sengers. I do not remember ever to 
have seen a’bus in London in which the 
windows could be opened, the only 
means of ventilation being usually the 
opening atthe back and a small open- 
ing in front. 

The ’bus horses, for the most part, 
are a good-looking set of animals, 
weighing about 1,500 Ibs. It is 
pleasant to see the care that is taken 
with the horses. Thus before starting 
out on their trip from London bridge, 
the driver usually sponges the horses’ 
heads liberally with cold water and 
gives them a drink from a pail of oat- 
meal water. One kind of ’bus that is 
somewhat peculiar to London is the ex- 
press ’bus. This is intended only for 
through passengers, and it usually runs

early in the morning and late in the aft 
ernoon. The fare is 6d for any distance 
that you like to travel, so there is very 
little transient traveling on these 
’busses, and not sores stop much 
they can make pretty quick time. Such 
a ’bus, for instance, leaves Fenchurch 
street station shortly after six every ev- 
ening, though during the day no ’busses 
at all ply to that station. Judging from 
the signs, about three-quarters of all 
the ’busses that come down town go to 
Liverpool street station, which is 
about fifteen minutes walk north of 
Mark Lane, while the rest of them cross 
the Thames by London bridge and go 
to the London bridge station on the 
south side of the river. Between the 
’bus drivers and the cabbies there is 
always considerable strife, and oppro- 
brious epithets are often bandied about 
between them. This morning, for in- 
stance, I was on a ’bus, the driver of 
which edged into a refuge in such a 
way as to head off a cabby who had to 
back out and go round the other side of 
the refuge. e relieved his feelings by 
shouting out to the ’bus driver, ‘‘ You 
dirty tyke!” ‘Tyke,” 1 am told, is a 
north country word for dog. 


THE PORT OF MANCHESTER. 


The rang ing, manager of the 
Manchester Ship Canal Co. has recently 
sent outa lithographed map giving a 
bird’s eye view of the Manchester 
docks, which no doubt he will be 
pleased to send to any shipper who 
writes for it. The map shows in a very 
clear manner the location and compara- 
tive size of the docks, also the grain 
elevator, and numerous other industries 
clustered around them. On a separate 
sheet is given a plan of the Manchester 
ship canal, which is very comprehen- 
sive, though much of the print is too 
fine to be clearly legible. On this sheet 
are given many small illustrations 
showing the plan and sections of differ- 
ent locks, etc. An interesting cut of 
this kind shows the comparative cross 
sections of the Suez canal, the Amster- 
dam canal and the ordinary and rock 
sections of the Manchester canal. The 
bottom widths are as follows: Man- 
chester, 120 feet; Amsterdam, 88 feet, 7 
inches; Suez 72 feet. The’ depth of 
water in the Manchester canal is 26 feet. 

Though I have formerly described the 
ship canal in detail, it ery | not be 
amiss to mention here that it is 35% 
miles long and 26 feet deep. There are 
five principal locks, and the height of 
the fixed bridges over the canal leaves a 
clear headway of 75 feet. The water sup- 
ly is so abundant that it will suffice 
or 175 vessels to pass through the locks 
oo: The cargo capacity of the canal 
has been estimated at nearly 145,000,000 
tons per year. Under ordinary condi- 
tions 70 vessels a day could pass the 
locks. The Manchester Ship Canal Co. 
receives, warehouses and distributes all 
descriptions of traffic using the ship 
canal, and quotes through rates for con- 
veyance by railway between the Man- 
chester docks and all railway stations. 

Considering that the Manchester canal 
was only open for traffic five years ago, 
Jan. 1, 1894, the improvements that have 
been made and the enterprises that it 
oe called into being are truly remark- 
able.

HUNGARIAN FLOUR. 


It Is Sold in Limited Quantities and the Demand 
Is on the Wane. 





Hungarian flour in Great Britain and 
many other European markets is not, 
apparently, as great a factor as the pre- 
tentious prices it commands would in- 
dicate. The following letters are in re- 
ply to inquiries sent out recently, to 
give American millers some idea of the 
extent this flour is used over here: 

Collier & Son, Bristol: ‘tWe should 
imagine that the proportion of Hunga- 
rian flour used in this district, say with- 
in 100 miles of Bristol, is about one sack 
in every 100,000 consumed.”’ 

Kruger, Darsie & Co., Liverpool: ‘tin 
aa tener to the total flour consumed 
in this market Hungarian flour forms a 
very trifling percentage, and consider- 
ably less during the last two or three 
years than previously. This is, of 
course, in consequence of the crop fail- 
ures in Hungary, and the consequent 
excessive prices for that commodity.” 

John Jackson & Co., Glasgow: ‘'The 
consumption of Hungarian flour varies 
according to relative price, but we think 
the average is about 8 to 10 per cent of 
the total flour consumed in this market.”’ 

M. Kosmack & Co., Glasgow: ‘'We 
think the best and most conclusive an- 
swer to your inquiry is the returns of 
the imports of flour into Glasgow last 

ear, Which show that out of 1,729,998 
2ags imported, 119,338 were from the 
Mediterranean and Black Sea ports, 
which we presume practically means 
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Hungarian flour. There may in addi- 
tion be some via Hamburg and Leith 
but the quantity could only be small.” 


Bruce, Boyd & Co., Leith: ‘tAt pres- 
ent prices, we should say that not more 
than one in twenty-five sacks of oe 
flour used is Hungarian, but then the 
margin is not so wide between Ameri- 
can patents and Hungarian, perhaps 
one in sixteen.”’ 

Shaw, Pollock & Co., Ltd., Belfast: 
«The quantity of Hungarian flour used 
in this market is so infinitesimal it 
would be impossible to give the propor- 
tions. Thereis practically no Hunga- 
rian flour consumed,”’ 

R. & H. Hall, Ltd., Westport: ‘'There 
is no Hungarian flour used in this mar- 
ket.”’ 

w.&G. T. Pollexfen & Co., Sligo: 
«The Hungarian flour consumed in this 
market is practically nil.’’ 

M. bimiapay Jr., Amsterdam: 
«The amount of Hungarian flour con- 
sumed here, according to our estimate, 
is only a very trifling percentage. We 
have imported large quantities of Ger- 
man flour lately, however, which takes 
the place of the Hungarian flour used 
formerly.’’ 

Nicola, Koechlin & Co., The Hague: 
‘The proportion of Hungarian flour 
consumed in our market is about \% of 1 
per cent of the total consumption.”’ 

Arnold Bros., Hamburg: ‘'It is very 
difficult to give the percentage of Hun- 
garian flour sold in our market, as the 
quantity is very small.”’ 

Chr. Meybohm, Bremen: ‘'The quan- 
tity of Hungarian flour consumed in 
this district is practically nil.” 

P. J. Valkeapaa, Helsingfors: ‘t Hun- 
garian flour has not been used in Fin- 
land at all of late years.”’ 

F. W. boa & Co., Liverpool: ‘'tThe 
proportion of Hungarian flour con- 
sumed in our market is very limited 
and gowns less each year. e should 
not think it would now exceed 1 per 
cent of the consumption here.’’ 

Wilson & Burnie, Leith: ‘It depends 
upon the relative price of Hungarian 
flour compared with American what 
vroportion is consumed in this market. 
Vor some time past Hungarian flour 
has been much too dear and the demand 
for it has been, in consequence, very 
small, and it is still too dear to make 
much headway.” 

J.Tas Ezn, Amsterdam: ‘'The pro- 
po of Hungarian flour consumed 
iere is so small that it is difficult to 
rive definite figures. The demand for 
{ungarian flour is of no importance 
when compared with the total consump- 
tion of flour in this market.”’ 

A. P. Van dé Water & Zoon, Amster- 
dam: ‘It is impossible to give accu- 
rate information about the quantity of 
tiungarian flour imported. We dare sa 
that it does not amount to a thousandt 
partof the American flour imported into 
this market.” 

J.D. Barth, Bremen: ‘'tNot a single 
carload of Hungarian flour has been 
imported into Bremen during the entire 
past year.” 

Paul Sauerlandt, Nachfg., Berlin: ‘'It 
is difficult to say what proportion of 
flour consumed in this market is Hun- 
garian, The total flour consumed here 
amounts to 4,000,000 sacks yearly, and 
about 120,000 sacks is Hungarian.’ 

Gustav Kruger, Berlin: ‘'The import- 
ation of flour from Austro-Hungary into 
Germany, according to a recent article 
in the Berliner érsen-Zeitung, has 
gone down from 311,490 qtls in 1 and 
255,500 in 1897, to 159,460 qtls of 100 kilos 
in 1898. The reduction in the importa- 
tion of Hungarian flour is ascribed in 
part to the sharper competition of the 
German mills, which, as their export 
sales have been reduced, now work the 
comestie markets harder than ever. 
‘the inereased imports of American 
flour are also partly responsible for the 
reduction in the Hungarian imports. 
The flour from Austro-Hungary comes 
in largely under the mahlverkehr - 
tem; that is, it is made from foreign 
wheat, which is imported free of duty 
in transit. Under the new arrangement 
hetween Austria and Hungary the mahl- 
\erkehr system will cease. This will 
further oy mye the ability of the Buda- 
pest mills to export. Hence it is proba- 
bie that there will be a further reduc- 
tion in German imports of Hungarian 
four, The ie eg mills have a ca- 
pacity of grind ng 10,000,000 qtls of 
wheat — y, but for-some time past, 
under the pressure of ne ge export 
they voluntarily reduced their output 
so that during the last few years they 
have not ground over 7,500,000 qtls.”’

Wheat continues to come in but not 
in very large quantities; not so much 
on account of a falling off in the quan- 
tities held outside but more because all 
the warehouses are full. Arrivals so far 
have amounted to 1,520,000 tons which 
leaves a surplus of 450,000 tons between 
arrivals and exports. Some of this has 
been used for flour. I estimate that 
the stock of wheat held in the various 
ports does not fall far short of 250,000 
tons. The central produce market, 
which is the largest warehouse in the 
country, has now very nearly 500,000 
bags in store. 

he principal factor in the slow mov- 
ing off of the wheat is the sudden rise 
in freights and the low prices ruling 
here, which has been partly brought 
about by the fall in the gold premium. 
Freights, which three weeks ago were 
quoted at 21@22s, Rosario loading for 
orders, are now at 26s and over. The 
latter figure was refused yesterday by 
two steamers. As regards prompt ton- 
nage, there is none, so shipments will be 
limited for some time to come. I esti- 
mate that we have at least 450,000 tons 
more wheat to export. Threshing re- 
turns to date put the total threshed to 
June 30 at about 2,250,000 tons. 

Plowing and sowing are now in full 
swing in the provinces and the weather 
has been propitious for this work. This 
year, on account of the good work being 
done by the new minister of agriculture, 
it will be possible to know quite accu- 
rately the amount of land sown. The 
crop reports will also be of considerable 
help, to enable us to form some idea of 
the size of the next harvest. 

The maize crop has been a splendid 
one, but damp weather has retarded its 
arrival in the markets. A sudden de- 
mand has sprung up for this grain 
from South Africa, due to the war-scare 
with the ransvaal. Prices at present 
are exceeqlingly low and it does not pay 
eg to export at current rates. This 

as rt i gid about a change which is 
certainly to be welcomed, as the farmers 
instead of sending their maize away in 
its natural form are now sending it 
away in the form of beef, as it has been 
shown that cattle fed on maize fatten 
very quickly and are ina much better 
condition for export than when fed on 
alfalfa only. They also arrive in Eu- 
rope in a much better condition, as, be- 
ing accustomed to maize before being 
put on board, they immediately take to 
the feed, which is not the case with ani- 
mals that are not brought up on dry 


The question of the export of cattle is 
scarcely one that may interest the read- 
ers of the Northwestern Miller. I sim- 
ply mention it to show what our farm- 
ers are doing, and because the cattle 
trade is one that is cutting very serious- 
ly into the American trade. Also, on 
account of the demand for good cattle, 
several of the wheat farms in the Prov- 
ince of Cordoba are giving up wheat- 
growing and are putting the land under 
alfalfa, which is ghe best known green 
feed for fattening cattle; and once they 
are well fat they are put onto maize.

The paucity of stocks in the south- 
east and the upward tendency of values 
ought to be an incentive to jobbers to 
buy liberally, but they do not, and the 
mill men are at a loss to understand it. 
The country is in a prosperous condi- 
tion, many industries of the south which 
for years have lain idle, have resumed 
operations and general prosperity seems 
to prevail with all classes and all kinds 
except millmen. The flour business has 
not been what would really be called act- 
ive for six months. Some mills are run- 
ning, yet not one has made money with- 
in the last eight orten months. From a 
close observation one cannot help being 
convinced that the mill men themselves 
ure partly responsible for the existing 
condition, and it is a matter of surprise, 
when a little concert of action among 
millers would improve the situation, so 
much, at least, as to enable millers to 
get cost for their goods, that they do 
not come to some understanding in- 
stead of going on week by week and 
month by month losing money. Some 
of the mills are desirous of acting 
sensibly in this matter, but some 
few seem determined to have their own 
way and rule orruin. The result is that 
afew mills by arbitrary and unbusi- 
ness-like methods are not only cutting 
their own, but the throats of their broth- 
er millers. There will come a day of 
reckoning for somebody. 

The advance in prices last week is 
still being maintained, but it has not 
had the effect of increasing the move- 
ment of flour to any great extent.

sinenty Mills: ‘'We note a stronger 
feeling in prices and consequently a 
better trade in flour, but general condi- 
tions are not nearly so favorable as we 
would like to see them. We are running 
night and day and are just about selling 
what we make. The situation in wheat 
is peculiar. Farmers and wheat deal- 
ers are bullish and show no disposition 
to sell, but even if they wanted to sell, 
millers evince very little disposition to 
buy, as mills generally are not running 
strong.”’ . 

Cumberland Mills: ‘tOur city or local 
trade has materially increased within 
the last few weeks and then there is a 
much better inquiry for export, but all 
offers we have received are about Is 6d 
less than we could afford to accept. 
This represents just about 25c per bbl 
less than we can manufacture flour for 
and of course we are not in the milling 
business merely for exercise. The situ- 
ation is not encouraging, but still we 
are not despondent, for we have faith in 
the fitness of things and believe that 
trade must improve. Corn goods are in 
excellent demand and our new plant is 
running full time and we are selling 
readily the entire output. The reports 
indicate a short crop of corn in the 
south and we believe this will tend to 
increase the activity, so we do not look 
for any falling off in that direction. We 
have not felt justified in operating our 
flour mill at its full capacity, but we 
are running twelve hours and sell, on 
an average, 7,000 bbls per week.”’

Harvesting ie progresaing rapidly in 
this section and quite an amount of 
threshing has been done, enough to 
show that the crop will be uneven both 
as to yield and quality. All millers, 
however, believe that this year’s crop 
will mill satisfactorily. Many of them 
have already completed their usual 
summer repairs and are in shape to be- 
gin the new milling year. 


FROM THE TRADE, 


‘xcelsior Mills, Yankton, S. D: ‘'The 
average yield of the wheat crop is about 
10 bus; quality mostly. No. 3 northern. 
Milling business fair. We have regu- 
lar customers for all the flour we make.”’ 

Leahy-Tavis Milling Co., Glen Ullin, 
N. D: ‘Grain is about all cut. The 
wheat crop will average 12 to 18 bus per 
acre. The grain will be of better quality 
than for two years. We expect to start 
both our mills about Sept. 1.” 

Monmouth Merchant Mills, Mitchell, 
S. D: ‘The yield of wheat in this vi- 
cinity willbe from 10 to 12 bus per acre. 
The quality is not quite so good as last 
year. Some fields fell down before the 
crop ripened and the yield will not be 
over 5 bus per acre in such cases.”’ 

Britton (S. D.) Roller mill: ‘'Har- 
vesting is almost finished, and thresh- 
ing will commence Aug. 21. Our yield 
of wheat will be 10 to 12 bus per acre; 
quality rather light, compared with last 
year. The berry has a nice bright ap- 
pearance and we believe it will produce 
strong flour. We are making repairs 
and putting our mill into shape for the 
fall run.” 

A. Robbie, manager Cavalier (N. D.) 
Roller mill: ‘Crop conditions have 
deteriorated since my last report. Wheat 
that looked as if it would go 25 bus will 
do well if it yield 20. No doubt you are 
aware that a wide strip of country in 
our locality was pounded out by hail; a 
strip four to five miles wide was cleaned 
out. It was the worst storm that ever 
visited this section of the country. Our 
receipts will likely be cut down about 
one-half,” 

W. E. Pearce, manager Valley Roller 
Mills, Crookston, Minn: ‘'From pres- 
ent indications our crop will not be an 
enormous one, although we trust it will 
be an average one. Harvesting is gen- 
eral through this vicinity and quite an 
acreage is already cut. Approximately 
the crop may turn out 15 bus per acre. 
For quite a distance tributary to Fisher, 
which is eleven miles from here, the 
hail of two weeks ago played havoc; 


consequently the prospects there are 
poor. For miles the devastation was 
great.”’ 

W. H. Stokes, Watertown (S. D.) 


Roller Mills (Aug. 19): ‘tOrders for old 
wheat flour have been coming in freely 
and the Watertown Koller Mills are 
running full time. We have had three 
or four heavy rains, which will materi- 
ally retard stacking and _ threshing. 
Last night we had another very heavy 
rain, and I do not think there will be any 
threshing done in this vicinity next 
week. Shou!d this rainy weather con- 
tinue it will be very detrimental to 
wheat in shock. Farmers are about 
through cutting wheat, but not much 
stacking or threshing has been done 
yet. I have just received one sample 
of new wheat from my elevator at Cas- 
tlewood, S. D. Itis very nice-looking 
wheat and tests 58 Ibs per bu. The

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RHODESIA. 


Some Things That Have Retarded Devel- 
opment.

ig eee may differ as to whether or 
no Rhodesia has made as much progress 
as she might have done in the nine years 
during which she has been under the 
administration of the Chartered Com- 
pany. Rinderpest and rebellion have, 
of course, hindered progress a great 
deal, particularly the latter, which wa: 
practically the fault of the Chartered 
asa ty A or atany rate of its agents. 
Yet, taking these two important fact: 
into consideration, I cannot but think 
that under imperial government or 
American rule, especially the latter 
Rhodesia would be far more advance 
both as regards mining and agriculture 
as well as in municipal matters, tha: 
she is today. 

I suppose that no one will deny tha‘ 
to open up a country to trade, and en 
courage people to settle in it, there mus 
be good roads, and good bridges, and 
above all, railways. The company i 
supposed to spend a considerable sun: 
of money every year on roads, and ye! 
traveling is almost as bad as ever, Ili 
fact, allowing for the high wages tha: 
have to be paid in this country, a ques 
tion may well be asked as to what be 
comes of that sum of money for it cer 
tainly does not seem to be spent on th: 
roads. Inthe rainy season communi 
cation between Salisbury, the capital o: 
Rhodesia, and the surrounding district 
and towns is almost impossible and cai 
only be carried on under difficultie: 
which the Chartered Company could anc 
should have considerably lessened lony 
ago. This remark, however, does not 
refer to Umtali, about 180 miles from 
Salisbury, with which it has been con 
nected by railway within the last few 
weeks. 

There are two main approaches to 
Salisbury, one by rail from Beira via 
Umtali, 380 miles, the other by road 
from Buluwayo via Gwelo. Goods 
shipped from England to Salisbury to 
be landed at Beira, take anywhere ove: 
three months, and lucky are the expect 
ant recipients if they ever get them, for 
goods have a wonderful knack of losing 
themselves or getting lost or stolen on 
the route from Beira to Salisbury. It 
will be easily understood, therefore, 
that Salisbury should not be allowed to 
depend on that route for supplies of pro- 
visions, etc., for be it remembered that 
Salisbury has to import nearly all her 

rovisions. The second route is the 
3uluwayo route. The distance from 
Buluwayo to Salisbury is 280 miles, anc 
when I traveled up from the forme: 
place the journey occupied nearly seven 
days continuous traveling. 

Yet the Chartered Company is su) 
posed to spend a certain sum a year oi: 
this road! Not the slightest considera 
tion is shown to the passengers, who are 
lgoked upon as a greater nuisance tha 

e mules who draw them. Ifa passenge! 
suggests to the driver that a stoppage 
for a couple of hours would not be ou! 
of place, that individual looks at hit 
with something like a scowl, and in 
forms him that his instructions are to 
get the mail to Salisbury as soon a 
possible. Such a pious wish as this, «! 
course, is very praiseworthy, especial! 
when we see what the capabilities of tl: 
Chartered Company really are, but || 
hardly seems fair that the comfort «!

the bungling policy of the authoritie 
The coach service | must mention 
not even controlled by the Chartere:!

Up to a week or two ago, this was t! 
situation in which the capital of Rhod 
sia found herself as regards provision 
Now, with the advent of the railwa 
from Beira, matters may improve som 
what, but certainly not just yet. T! 
administration of Mashonaland w: 
taken over by the Chartered Compa) 
in 1890, and yet although nine yea! 
have passed by, little, judging by! 
sults, has been done to improve tl 
roads, orto build ,bridges over any ©! 
the rivers. It would of course be absu! 
to say that the Chartered Compan) 
should have put every road into goo 
order; such ascheme would have co=! 
hundreds of thousand of pounds, bu! 
there are numbers of ways in which th 
main roads could have been vastly im 
proved with a little more expenditur’ 
supervision. I have hitherto confine! 
myself to Mashonaland, because Mata- 
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beleland is connected with Cape Town by 
railway, Which town therefore, supplies 
Buluwayo, the largest town in that prov- 
ince, with provisions, fruits, etc., with- 
out any difficulty being experienced in 
getting them up. 

Such are some of the difficulties which 
the importer has to contend with in 
Mashonaland, but the retail storekeeper 
in the whole of Rhodesia does not es- 
cape scot free. He has to pay £25 per 
annum if he is a butcher, a baker,a 
chemist, or a jam manufacturer, and if 
he is a tobacconist not licensed asa 
ceneral dealer, he has to pay £10 per 
annum and so on, The wayside store- 
keeper, who is worse off than his broth- 
er in the town as regards customers, is 
still more hardly used. He is depend- 
ent on the passengers who travel by the 
coach from one place to another, and 

n the casual passers-by, such as pros- 
»ectors for instance. Yet he is not al- 

»wed to buy his land outright, but only 
ilowed to lease it for seven years; he 
jas to pay arent of £10 per annum for 
i, and £50 a year for his license to en- 
ble him to carry on his business I 
wonder what New York or London 
‘tradesmen would say if they had to pay 
1 sum of money every year for follow- 
ing their respective businesses! 

Such methods as these are not calcu- 
|ited to promote trade or induce traders 
i) come into the country and sink their 
capital in a store of any kind. The 
company may think age that it is 
vetting revenue for its shareholders, 
and so it is, but where the mistake is 
nade is that it is doing so at the ex- 
pense of the development and opening 
up of the country to trade. ‘ 

There can be no — as regards 
railways, that the Chartered Company 
could not have connected Salisbury wit 
the seaport of Beira by railway long 
hefore this, but that it could also have 
extended that railway on to ww ag 
tut Mr. Rhodes, who is practically the 
(Chartered Company so far as its man- 
agement is concerned, had, in his dual 
capacity as Cape politician and manager 
of the company, a different game to 
play. As manager of the Chartered 
Pheer og his duty was manifestly to 
further its interests and those of the 
people, who, by his inducements, had 
settled themselves and invested their 
money in the country. But it is stated 
that he chose to play off the Beira rail- 
way against the Cape for his own pur- 
poses, by threatening that if the Cape 
did not do as he wished, he would push 
on the construction of the Beira line, 
and thus deprive the Cape railway of 
allthe revenue which it derived from 
carrying passengers and goods to Ma- 
showaland over its lines, and the reve- 
nue from the latter is considerable. 

Such a proceeding as this, if true, 
seems very unfair towards Rhodesia, 
but, on the other hand, it may be that 
Mr. Rhodes paspoesy delayed the con- 
struction of the Beira railway so that 
the passenger and goods traffic to 
Mashonaland should — over the Cape 
and Bechuanaland lines for another 
reason, For, be it remembered, it was 
said on all hands that the Bechuanaland 
line would never pay, and had this 
heen so, it would have resulted in a se- 
rious check to the further investment of 
money in the construction of other rail- 
ways in South Africa. However, the 
line did pay, but whether by legitimate 
husiness or Mr. Rhodes’ expedient of 
delaying the construction of a rival line 
more advantageously placed, I cannot 
say. If he did delay the completion 
of the Beira railway for this reason, he 
was, in my opinion, and from an ‘'Im- 
perial” point of view, justified. In the 
next few months, when the Beira rail- 
ay has the broad guage ail the way 
from Beira to Salisbury, we shall see 
what difference, if any, this rival line 
las on the traffic recgipts of the Bechu- 
naland line,

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A MILL THAT IS CURSED. 


On the waters of Mill creek, five miles 
east of Bardstown, Ky., are the ruins of 
an old-fashioned water-mill. This old 
mill was built in the early years of the 
present century by Silas Marsden, a 
native of Virginia, who had served with 
distinction as a soldier in the American 
army. Not far from the old mill, on a 
sloping hillside,is the crumbling found- 
ation of Marsden’s residence. A little 
farther away, in a dense growth of 
cedars and underbrush, are the remains 
of an old family burying-ground. Three 
rude slabs of limestone rock, standing 
in a row, with almost undecipherable 
inscriptions, mark the last resting- 
places of Silas Mardsen, the original 
miller, his wife Ruth, and their adopted 
son, Henry Winthrop. For a number 
of years the old mill did the grinding 
for a large scope of territory, and Mars- 
den was rapidly becoming a wealthy 
man. But one day the demon of jealousy 
entered his heart, and the old mill be- 
came the scene of one of the most terri- 
ble tragedies ever enacted in this state. 

A towering oak stands just beyond the 
mill, overshadowing a broad, almost 
smooth stone of vast proportions. This 
stone bears upon its surface many dark 
discolorations,which,after a heavy rain, 
grow to a bright crimson. These dis- 
colorations may be the result of atmos- 
pheriec conditions, but it is proverbial 
among the people who live in the sur- 
rounding neighborhood that they are 
bloodstains. Be that as it may, it is 
very clearly established, even at this 
-late day, that a bloody murder was com- 
mitted beneath the oak tree, the victim 
falling and dying upon the rock, 





the note he formulated a plan of action. 
Seeking his young wife he told her he 
had been summoned away on urgent 
business to be gone indefinitely and 
hastily took his departure. 

That night the half-crazed man sta- 
tioned himself near the mill and impa- 
tiently awaited developments. he 
minutes sped by and he was about to 
cease his vigil when a man and woman 
came outof the darkness and paused 
upon the massive rock.

THE RUINS OF AN OLD-FASHIONED WATER-MILL. 


A faded portrait in the possession of 
William Clayton, one of the oldest and 
most prominent citizens in the county, 
shows Mrs. Marsden to have been a re- 
markably beautiful woman, and, it is 
said, she possessed many exemplary 
traits of character. Her husband was 
devoted to her, and was uniformly kind 
and gracious to her upon all occasions.

Mrs. Marsden 
loved the boy dearly, and for her sake 
Marsden had been very lenient with the 
erring youth, who was scarcely out of 
his teens, at all times assisting him out 
of his difficulties and endeavoring in 
every way to reclaim him. Nothwith- 
standing the efforts of his guardians to 
reform him, the young man went from 
bad to worse, and finally was arrested, 
charged with forgery, and upon trial 
was sentenced to serve a term in prison. 
However, through the efforts of his 
— father, the boy was granted a 
= on upon condition that he would 

eave the country. Marsden furnished 
him a sum of money and Winthrop dis- 
appeared, 

Some months after this, old Pompey, 
one of Marsden’s trusted slaves, in- 
formed his master that he had witnessed 
a meeting between Mrs. Marsden and a 
young man, near the mill, during the 
husband’s absence in Bardstown the 
night before. Marsden was naturally 
of a suspicious, jealous nature, and this 
information nearly crazed him and de- 
termined him to keep a close watch up- 
on his wife. 

& By some strange fatality that very 
day he found, in a grape arbor in his 
garden, a note in which the writer im- 
plored Mrs. Marsden to meet him that 
night near the old mill. ‘tHarold”’ was 
the name signed to the missive. After 
Marsden had in a measure recovered 
from the shock given him upon reading 


Several years went by, and all traces of 
Marsden being lost, the old mill passed 
into other hands, and, despite its 
gloomy history, continued to do the 
grinding for a large section of the coun- 
try. 

One morning the miller, on going to 
his work,discovered upon the rock where 
Mrs. Marsden and Henry Winthrop met 
their deaths, the body of a man. Inves- 
tigation proved it to be that of Silas 
Marsden, and a livid puncture in the 
temple, together with a discharged pis- 
tol grasped in the stiffened fingers, told 
the story of how he came to his death. 

After this second tragedy almost upon 
its threshold, the old mill fell into disre- 
= and fora long time its erstwhile 
»usy Wheel was idle. Just prior to the 
civil war, parties from Ohio took charge 
of the property, repaired it and endeavy- 
ored to regain for it its lost prestige; but 
their efforts were vain. The place was 
regarded as being cursed and no one 
would patronize it, people perferring to 
go miles out of their way rather than 
take their grain to the Marsden mill. 
The northerners, thoroughly disgusted, 
gave up the property and returned 
home. 

Since then the old structure has slow- 
ly decayed, and now only the ruins re- 
main. The old oak tree, scarified by the 
pioneers’ horses that were hitched to it 
in the early days, and the broad white 
stone with its grewsome discolorations, 
have alone escaped the  blighting 
touch of time, and they remain today 
silent witnesses of the past.

CURRENT MAILS. 





H. V. White & Co., Bloomsburg, Pa: 
‘tCrop conditions in our county are bet- 
ter than usual, especially wheat, oats 
andcorn. Flouris selling well in our 
local market, but export demand is of 
no value to local winter wheat millers 
at prices quoted during last month. 
Feed is in demand at very good prices 
and is about all that keeps the millers 
out of the mud.” 

Elk River (Minn.) Milling Co: ‘tOur 
new machinery is now in place and we 
expect to be ready to start again the last 
of the week. We find the flour market 
very dull and unsatisfactory, foreign 
offers being entirely out of line. New 
wheat is beginning to come in. The 
yields are much smaller than antici- 
pated, but the wheat is of excellent mill- 
ing quality.”’ 

L. G. Campbell Milling Co., Bloom- 
ing Prairie, Minn: ‘tWe sold a few 
round lots for export last week, for ship- 
ment within next 30 days. Domestic 
business is fair. Stacking in this lo- 
cality is nearly all done. Very little 
threshing has been done and new wheat 
has not commenced to move. What 
samples of new wheat we have seen are 
of very good quality. Have been able 
to get all the old wheat we need to run 
our mill to full capacity up to present 
time. Started up the 15th, after having 
been down for ten days making repairs 
and placing new machinery, which will 
increase our capacity somewhat.”’ 

F. E. Watson, Northfield, Minn: All 
kinds of grain are in the shock or stack. 
Farmers have experienced some lit- 
tle difficulty in stacking, on account 
of frequent rains, but on the whole 
are getting along very well. There 
will undoubtedly be some bleached 
and shrunken wheat, owing to the hot 
and wet weather experienced during 
and just previous to cutting; on the 
whole, however, we will have a full 
average crop of wheat of very good mill- 
ing quality. Flour sales have been very 
good with me during the last week. I 
have sold several round lots for export 
at fair prices, and inquiries from abroad 
are quite numerous. The export de- 
mand for feed would be very good at 
slightly lower prices than are obtain- 
able at home. ‘Taking it altogether, I 
anticipate a very good demand for our 
flours and feeding stuffs abroad for the 
next few months, especially if wheat 
values remain firm.”’ 

F. E. Watson, Northfield, Minn: ‘'tThe 
recent advance in wheat has again 
placed us out of line with the export 
markets, and while a week ago we were 
enjoying a very good trade with our 
friends on the other side, we find it now 
almost impossible to place anything at 
a profit. Offers and inquiries are quite 
numerous, and it would seem that they 
are inclined to purchase. They are cer- 
tainly showing very much more interest 


in the market than last month. I believe : 


if our markets remain firm for a week 
or ten days, the flour markets abroad 
will gradually come into line. Stacking 
is all done locally and the most of, the 
crop has been secured in very good con- 
dition, although there is some shrunken 
and a little bleached wheat, owing to 
the rains and hot weather just before 
and immediately after stacking. We 
will, on the whole, have a very good 
quality of milling wheat, and rather 
more in quantity than last year. Some 
threshing has been done, and should 
the weather be favorable, marketing of 
new grain will commence next week.” 

Cc. E. French of L. Christian & Co., 
Minneapolis, Aug. 21: ''We have to re- 
yort a fair flour busines for the week. 
Ve sold more than our production and 
for the first time in many weeks a fair 
proportion of the sales were made in the 
foreign markets. Cash wheat has met 
with a steady demand from the millers 
and has maintained the full premium of 
2c to3cover September. Although the 
receipts of wheat in Minneapolis were 
something over 300 cars more than the 
previous week, prices have been well 
maintained and the week closes with an 
advance of something over Ic per bu on 
wheat and 5c per bbl on flour. The 
rains were general over the northwest 
during this week and considerable dam- 
age has been done to the exposed grain. 
Samples of sprouted wheat have been 
shown on ’Change, but we don’t think 
this feature has been general. In the 
last ten days we have seen an advance 
of 25c in the cost of making a barrel of 
patent flour, and this is perhaps enough 
for the present. We would rather look 
for some reaction from these prices. It 
is still a weather market, however, and 
safe enough to buy on any declines, 
New wheat will be a factor in making 
flour prices, probably, after the coming 
week.”’

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WHEN LINCOLN WENT TO MILL. 


Over in La Rue county, Kentucky; on 
the banks of Nolin river, is situated a 
historic old mill, fast going to ruin. 
The structure, one of the oldest in the 
state, is built of stone and it presents a 
picturesque appearance. It is two sto- 
ries high and is provided with a small 
over-shot wheel which was revolved by 
water led directly from the river by a 
long wooden trough that is now decayed 
and fallen-from its original position. 
The mill was provided with old fash- 
ioned buhrs and hopper and its machin- 
ery was of a very crude character. How- 
ever, in the days of its usefulness the 
plant, known as Perciful’s mill, did a 

rofitable business, drawing patronage 
rom three counties. It was the prop- 
erty of Richard Perciful, a man of con- 
siderable wealth and much enterprise, 
who died many years ago. 

This old mill is historic from the ‘fact 
that it was here that Abraham Lincoln, 
when a gawky country lad, used to car- 
ry his grist, and the following story of 
the boy, who afterwards became presi- 
dent, and the old mill, is yet current in 
La Rue and Hardin counties: 

It seems that it was the habit of the 
lads who used to gather at the old mill 
to joke and jibe ‘tAbe”’ good naturedly 
because of his seedy clothing. The 
youthful Lincoln was wont to appear 
at the mill astride a sleepy-looking don- 
key,and wearing cottonade or blue jeans 
trousers two sizes too short, and very 
much too small around the waist. He 
used bed-ticking suspenders,wore a fad- 
ed blue cotton shirt, and topped all off 
with a well-worn, wide-brimmed straw

The Urban Milling Co. of Buffalo has 
been licensed by the Coopers’ Interna- 
tional Union to affix the union label to 
both sacks and barrels. 


A report read at the recent annual 
meeting of the National Apple Ship- 
pers’ Association at Detroit, covering 
all the apple-raising states in the 
union, indicates about an average yield. 
In the west, the yield will be heavy, 
while the eastern crop will be light, ex- 
cepting in New Jersey. 

A $25,000 stock company has been or- 
ganized at Anamosa, Iowa, under the 
style of the Anamosa Cooperage Co., to 
make butter tubs.

The 
company expects to put out about 1,200 
tubs daily, and it is stated that all

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that the convicts are able to do beyond 
a certain amount per day will be placed 
to their credit. The entire output of 
the concern will, it is stated, be han- 
dled by a jobbing house.—Northwest- 
ern Lumberman. 

All indications are that the apple crop 
will eget be a very poor one this year. 
On this subject the July government 
crop report says: ‘tThere are but few 
states from which the reports as to the 
apple — are not even more unfavor- 
able than y 4 were last month. Taking 
the 14 states having 3,000,000 or upward 
apple trees in bearing at the last census, 
there was a further decline during July 
of 7 points in New York and Tennessee, 
3 points in sweaters and Kentucky, 
4 in Missouri, orth Carolina anda 
Maine, and 6in Iowa. Thecondition in 
Illinois, Indiana and Kansas under- 
went no appreciable change, and ther 
was an improvement of 2 points in Ohio 
and of 3 points in Michigan and Vir- 
ginia.”’

Not- 
withstanding the position of President 
Gompers and other officials, they claim 
to have the support of union labor gen- 
erally. President Teney of the Nationa! 
Coopers’ Union has advised the strikers 
toaccept other employment when they 
can getit, and about one-third of them 
have done so.

week from the strike fund. 

The Pabst Brewing Co. received a tel- 
egram from President Samuel Gompers 
of the Federation of Labor today stating 
that he had received a dispatch from 
President Teney of the National Coop- 
ers’ Union, as follows: ''We obey. We 
withdraw boycott against Pabst.’’ This 
telegram was in answer to one from 
President Gompers, demanding that the 
boycott be lifted. The matter of th:
